In the absence of updated statewide criteria, secure LAUSD 
charter renewal criteria that prioritizes student academic 
outcomes and - only when necessary - considers multiple 
measures but does not substitute academic achievement with 
non-academic outcome measures of limited value. 

Secure a performance framework that lays the foundation for 
system-wide school improvement through a similar focus on 
student academic achievement. At a minimum, charter 
renewal criteria will remain protected as LAUSD adopts a 
performance framework for all public schools.
